HE MAKES HIS REPORTIN ADVANCE 
OF OTHER CABINET OFFICERS. 


WHAT HE DID FOR THE COUNTRY. 
HeiTells the Nation J All He Knows About the 
Agricultural Prospects—The Executive 
Department in the Future. 


WasniInGTon, November 9.—The secretary 
of agriculture has presented his annual report 
to the president. The secretary expresses a 
hopeful view of agricultura! affairs, and as- 
serts that, without ignoring vhe efforts of na- 
tural causes in enhancing values, itis evident 
that the economie legislation of the last session 
of congress has directly benefited the farmers, 
and improved the value of cereals, as he be- 
lieves, being largely due to silver legislation. 
He traces increased export trade in cattle and 
animal products to the energeiic and eifective 
measures adopted by the department for the 
eradication of pleuro pneumonia. He de- 
clares that not a case of contagious pleuro 
pneumonia has been alleged to exist among 
American cattle shipped to British ports since 
jast March. Ho strongly recommends a 
law for the inspection of all animals slaugh- 
tered for interstate or foreign trade. 

THE SUGAR QUESTION. 

The outlook for home sugar industry is con- 
sidered favorable. A good article of sugar 
should have been produced profitably from 
sorghum, varieties of which with laurge sugar 
contents, have been devcloped throlgh the ef- 
forts of the department. An analysis of beets 
grown in the various states from 
seeds distributed last spring, indicate 
a high per cent of sugar and afford conclusive 
proof that large sections of the country are 
adapted to a successful culture of the sugar 
beet. 

He announces the establishment of three 
national sugar experiment stations, devoted 
oné each to cane, sorghum and beet sugar. 

ATTACKING THE TARIFF. 

In the provisions of the tariff bill, Secretary 
Rusk finds some glaring inconsistencies, in 
that it gives entire control of the sugar manu- 
facturing and bounty payments to subordinate 
officers of the treasury department, in 
spite of the fact that heretofore 
the department of agriculture has 
been charged with genera! supervision of the 
sugar industry, both in its ciltural and manu- 
facturing phases. It makos it the duty of the 
secretary of the treasury to furnish regulations 
as to the importation of animals, the inspec- 
tion of which devolves upon officers of the 
department of agriculture, and to decide upon 
questions involving familiarity with the sub- 
ject of animal diseases at home and abroad; 
whereas the secretary of agriculture is the 
only officer required by law to be informed as 
to the existence of animal diseases in foreign 
countries, and as to the possibility or proba- 
bility of such diseases being communicated to 
our domestic animals. Arrangements have 
been perfected for doing a large amount 
of work done in the several 
divisions of the department, experiments with 
grasses, the collection of statistics, the exami- 
naf*en of food products, ete. The 
of raw silk as an indigenous industry is re- 
ferred to in not very encouraging terms. 

| THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

Reference is made to the forthcoming trans- 
fer of the weather bureau to the department of 
avriculture, with a deciaration of the secre- 
tary’s desire to widen the present scope of the 
bureau so as to increase its benefits to agricul- 
ture He strongly insists upon the neces- 
sity for a juore§ frequent represen- 
tation of the department at the 
meetings of agricultural and kindred societies, 
not only to give them encouragement, but for 
the benefit of the department workers them- 
selves, who will be brought into closer contact 
with the farmers, and become more familiar 
with their wants and the best means for meet- 
ing them. 

In concluding he says: ‘‘I feel amply justi- 
fiedin expressing my genera] satisfaction at 
the condition of agricultural matters in our 
country. A carefulreview of the events of 
the past year, and a general survey of the 
agricultural field today, betoken marked im- 
provement in the condition of our agricultu- 
ralists, and promise well for their future and 
well being. ”’

AN UNEASY NIGHT. 


Annapolis in the Hands of a Black Mob 


of Sympathizers with Crime. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., November 9.—‘‘Nobody 
in jail slept last night,’ said Warden Gray 
this morning, when speaking of the case of 
Forbes, the colored man arrested for assault- 
ing a young white girl. 

At 1 o’clock the Governor’s Guard, with 500 
rounds of amnimnition, marched past 
the jail, took possession of the outskirts of the 
town, throwing outa picket line. This was 
done to prevent the approach of the supposed 
lynehers. Nothing disturbed the quiet of the 
night until 4 o’clock this morning, when eight 
or nine colored men attempted to pass the 
jail. They were halted by the sheriff’s depu- 
ties. The colored people resented this inter- 
ference, and one drew a revolver. Another 
revolver quickly athis ear mdae him drop his 
weapon. It was picked up by the crowd, 
which immediately scnttaced. 

Forbes passed a restless night, very mpnch 
alarined over the situation. Noone is allétved 
to see him today. Everything is quiet about 
the jaii, though knots of people, white and 
colored, congregated about it until a late hour.

aid ‘Sheriff Small, who was at the Myers 
house with Forbes. The soner was then 
brought out and taken safely (his guard having 
drawn revélvers) to jail. It was proposed at 
one time to call fora detachment of marines 
to take Forbes to the Naval academy for 
safety, but wiser counsels prevailed, and the 
State was able to maintain its own dignity and 
to perserve peace. There is a bitter feeling 
between the whites and blacks. 

The colored people’s idea is that Forbes 
should have a trial by law; the whites think 
otherwise. Sheriff Armiger’s difficulty last 
night was to get deputies who were honestly in 
favor of protecting the prisoner. Happily, 
the danger of a murderous affray was averted, 
but the existing state of affairs causes alarm. 


THE CHURCH AND THE SCHOOL. 


An Important Move by the New York 
Tresbyteripns. 

New York, November 9.—The New York 
synod of the Presbyterian church has invited 
representatives of all the Protestent denomi- 
nations in this State toa conference upon the 
subject of moral instruction in the public 
schools, in the council room of the New York 
university, Washington square, November 
ljth and 18th. Twenty-three ecclesiastical 
bodies, representing nine denominations, have 
already appointed between ninety and 100 
delegates, among whom several eminent men. 
The Baptist pastors’ state conference unani- 
mously adopted aresolution of an able com- 
mittee declining the invitation of the Presby- 
terian synod. ; 

THE END OF CONSUMPTION. 


Professor Koch’s Wonderfal) Discovery Be- 
lieved to be a Success. 

BERuIN, November 9.—Professor Bergmann 
inoculated fifteen consumptive patients Thurs- 
day by Professor Koch's process, and on the 
following day exhibited one of the patients 
before a numer of physicians, in order to 
shaw the change that had resulted within 
twenty-four hours. 

The Boersen-Courier says it has authority for 
the statement that Professor Koch’s remedy 
has proved a success. The famous German 
surgeon, it says, cured within five days a case 
of lupus or necrotic tubercular destruction of 
the tissues of the face. : 

The National-Zeitung says that Professor 
Koch, although he has performed a number of 
cures, does not yet consider the time come for 
a publication of his researches. Although the 
remedy has been applied to patients in the 
Charity hospital, and in some private cases, its 
composition remains a profound secret.

The letter 
caused a sensation.

MRS. ORA M’KREE WILL PASS AFERW 


SHE COMES BACK QUITE WILLINGLY, 


And Says She Only Ran Away Because She 


» Saw that the People Were Excited--_ 


She Claims Her Innocence. 


Rome, Ga., November 9.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Ora McKee occupies cell No. 2 of the Floyd 
county jail. 

She arrived on the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia train from Atlanta at 3 
p- m. this. afterrioon. 

The faithful deputy sheriff of Floyd 
county, Captain Jake C. Moore, and J. W. 
Davis, of the police force of Romo, had 


her in custody. 


A great crowd met the train in Bast 
Rome, and in curiosity gazed at the female 


‘prisoner. A conveyance was obtained, and 


the back streets were sought, but the crowd 
followed and grew in numbers until they 
arrived at the jeil. 

WITHIN JAIL WALLS. 

The doors of the jailhouse were closed, 
and the great crowd stood in the streets, 
but they soon dispersed. They had gathered 
out of idle curiosity to see how she looked; 
That was all. 

The details of the crime are undoubtedly 
familiar to all, but a brief account is as” 
follows: 

A few weeks ago Mrs. McKee, it is alleged, 
poisoned her next-door neighbor and intimate 
friend, Mrs. Mat Wimpee. It is said she re- 
peated the attempt several times, and at last 
s@cceeded in applying rat poison with “Get 
there” labeled on it, and Mrs. Wimpee died.

Mr. Davis thought that he was due a part 
of it, as he, Davis, said he had furnished 
the information upon which Stepeenson had 
arrested her.

So Deputy Sheriff 
Moore paid the $200—Mr. Davis consent- 
ing—to Sheriff Stephenson,{Mr. Moore said$ 

SHE CONSENTS TO COME. 

“Mrs. McKee, I cannot carry you back 
without a requisition, unless you are per- 
fectly willing to go.’’ 

She replied: 

“Take me home, for I am _ not guilty. 
It was through fright that I left. Every- 
body was so excited. That was why I 
ever left. I am not guilty.” 

Mr. Moore, Mr. Davis and Mrs. McKee 
then -boarded the first train for home, and 
traveled withont attracting any attention. 
No handeuffs were used, and they traveled 
all the way in the day coach, and arrived 
as narrated. 

Mrs. McKee is looking unusually well, 
and was attired in a very pretty 
gray traveling «dress. She wore 
no veil. She never disguised her- 
self, so she says, on her (journey 
to Florida. Tne Constirution asked Mr. 
Moore, who paid his expenses of the ar- 
rest, and the faithful deputy replied: 

“T guess J. C. Moore bears them.”’ 

Mr. Davis was sought for an interview, 
but he had taken refuge to his couch, 
being overcome with fatigue. His expenses 
were very heavy, and he received no re- 


ward.

Mrs. McKee’s cell is No. 2, and is now 
being nicely furnished by her. sister and 
mother. The peaceful calm of the Sabbath 
evening was broken to a great many, and 
thd news that the fair prisoner had come 
back home was on tlie lips of hundreds, but 
as night settles over the city the news 
travels slower and slower, and the biack 
and dreary darkness of the jail protects 
the fair prisoner from the eager eyes of 
the curious. ~-

H. CLAY EVANS 


MAY BE A MEMBER OF HARRISON’S 
CABINET 


TO SUCCEED SECRETARY B. F. TRACY, 


Who Is to Be Transferred to the United 
‘States Supreme Court—A Bit of Politi- 
cal Gossip from Chattanooga. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 9.—[Spe- 
clal.|—The Times, tomorrow morning, will 
publish the startling information that Con- 
gressman H. Clay Evans is being consid- 
ered by President Harrison for appointment 
aS secretary of the navy. 

THE STORY TOLD. 

The Times says: ‘President Harrison has 
the name of Hon. H. Clay Evans under 
advisement as a cabinet officer. The recent 
death of ' Justice Miller, of the supreme 
bench, necessitates the appointment by the 
president of a successor. The most promi- 
nent name in connection with the presi- 
dential appointment is that of Benjamin F. 
Tracy, of New York, present member 
of President Harrison’s cabinet as secretary 
of the navy. In the event of Secretary 
Tracy’s appointment, it is not at all un- 
likely that Hon. H. Clay Evans, of this 
city, will be tendered the naval portfolio. 

A FRIEND OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Evans as congressman from the 
third congressional district of Tennessee 
has enjoyed close relations with the prosi- 
dent, and aside from politics, Mr. Evans 
has an intimate acquaintance with the 
chief executive. ' 

«HR IS BEING CONSIDERED. 

The Times has it from a thoroughly re- 
liable source that friends of Mr. Evans at 
Washington are pushing his claims for the 
portfolio in the event of Secretary's Tracy’s 
appointment, and the fact is well known 
to three prominent citizens of Chattanooga. 

Mr. Evans, it is said, has not been con- 
sulted in the matter. Mr. Evans’s fitness 
for the duties cannot be questioned. His 
prominence as a southern congressman, it 
is said, will have much weight with the 
administration...’ 

THE MISTAKES OF BENJAMIN.

5 ITS FIRST MURDER.

A Quaker Town Which Awakes to a First- 
4 class Sensation. } 
any, Inds; November 9.—The Qtiaker 
ount, twelve miles south of 
Marion, bad its first murder last night in the 
killing’of Con Paul by a negro named Tom 
Uttley. For a time the affair took on the pro- 
portions of a riot, and when the smoke of bat 
tle cleared away, six men had been shot. It 
was an occasion of democratic jollification, 
and a knot of the faithful were grouped around 
an anvil celebrating the recent victories. In 
the party was W. H. Campbell, Con Paul, J. 
I. Berry, Lee Harrington and Jerry Frazier. 
Harrington had charge of the anvil, and'was 
doing the firing, when Tom Uttiey, a negro of 
unsavory reputation, stepped up and ordered 
the celebration to stop. Harrignton, fright- 
ened, dropped the rod and stepped back, and 
Berry, a Kentuckian by birth and a late ar- 
rival at Fairmount, took his place. He was 
also ordered to desist by the negro, and upon 
his refusal Campbell came to the front and 
defied Uttley. Both men then went for their 
uns, drawing and firing simultaneously. The 
Guelists stood at a distance of ten feet apart, 
and had fired two shots a piece when the negro 
was struck in the forehead with a brick tied 
in a grain sack by Paul. 

The blow was severe, but had no effect, and 
in a second after he was hit Uttley wheeled 
upon his assailant and fired. Paul tell witha 
bullet through the top of his head, an inch 
from the forehead. By this time Jerry 
Frazier, colored, became involved in a fight, 
and he went to the ground with two wounds 
through the left leg and righthip. After 
shooting Paul, the negro turned about and 
ran, with the crowd in full chase. The firing 
became general, and he _ received a 
bullet in the fleshy part of the back. 
With three or four men in pursuit 
Uttley ran all over the town, and was finally 
captured in the Central hotel by two citizens, 
and brought to the office of Dr. Hurtley. The 
mob soon gathered, surrounding the office 
crying for the negro’s blood. 

hile these interesting proceedings were in 
force, an examination of the battiefield was 
made. In all six men were shot, as follows: 

Paul, shot in head, died this morning at 9 
o'clock. 

Berry was shot through right cheek and hit 
with a stone. 

Frazier (colored) was shot in the leg and

William Cobb, farmer, @ spectator, shot 
through the calf of the leg. 

Uttley, wounded in the back. 

Campbell, wounded in the wrist and arm 
with stones. 

Another man, supposed to be from Summer- 
ville, was wounded, butin the excitement his 
friends placed him on board the south-bound 
train, carrying him home. 

The affair occurred about 9 o’clock in the 
morning, and was all over. within 
a half hour. Sheriff McFeevy and 
Deputy Fogarn were telephoned for 
and arrived at the scene of war immediately. 
Finding the town in an uproar, and its citi- 
zens terribly excited and deterinined to hang 
the negro, the riot act was read and the crowd 
partially dispersed, buf it was not until 6 
o’clock in the morning that an opportunity 
was given for stealing the prisoner away. He 
is now in jail. é@ pleads his innocence 
strongly, but withont much effect, for the re- 
port of the affair as given above can be sub- 
stantiated by a dozen witnesses, - 

Coroner Hamilton was notified of Paul's 
death at 100’clock a. m., today, and is now 
busy with the inquest. With the exception of 
Uttiey, the men engagedin the riot are re- 
spectable citizens. It was only heroic 
means by officers that hisdeath was not im- 
mediately avenged. Uttley had been a resi- 
dent of Fairmount only three weeks, being a 
laborer on the new school building. He soon 
had the whole town terrorized, and could do

New Yorx, November 9.—The American 
committee for the relief of the famine in 
Ireland issues the following public state- 
ment: 


‘The American committee for the relief of 
the famine in Ireland, temporarily withdraws 
its appeal tothe American people. At the | 
time that that appeal was issuedf there was 
no reason for believing the distress which 
would follow the failure of the potato crop in 
Ireland would be relieved otherwise than by 
American generosity. No steps have been 
taken by the British government to meet the 
crisis. The first effect of the action of the 
American committee was to provoke unchris- 
tian and flippant denials by the English tory 
press that distress existed, or that famine was 
threatened. |Nevertheless, the developments 
of the past month have fully 
confirmed the warning impending 
calamity pnt forthin the American commit- 
tee’s appeal. But while the physical situa- 
tion in distressed Ireland has not altered, 
there has been ae promise, at least of 
relief, which will-be adequate even to the dire 
nature of the distress which is at hand. 

“The British government has been spurred, 
first to investigate, through its chief secretary 
for Ireland, the danger which threatened the 
lives of its people, and second, to undertake a 
system of public work in the distressed dis- 
tricts which, by affording partial relief, will, 
at least, postpone the invasion of the demon 
of famine. 

“The committee has good reason for believ- 
ing that this sudden activity on the part of 
the British government is largely due to the 
prominent sympathy offered from this conntry, 
and the committee accordingly congratulates 
the American people on having secured for 
the sufferers in Ireland substantial hope of 
relief without the expenditure of a dollar. 

“Under these changed circumstances, and 
inasmuch as the British government is 
now pledged to prevent distresse coming 
to the Irish people, the American 
committee is of the opinion that there 
may be no need of sending food and clothing 
to Ireland from America. 

‘*This conclusion is rea¢hed after a friendly 
consultation with the representatives of the 
Irish people now in America. The committee 
is in no way concerned in the political mission 
of the envoys to this country. 

‘The whole purpose of the committee has 
been to feed the starving, and clothe the 
naked. It is represented by the visiting Irish 
envoys that it would introduce an interfering 
element into Irish polities, if aid in any shape 
should be sent to Ireland by any charitable 
agency, before the present resources of the im- 
periled peasants were exhausted. The situa- 
tion of political parties in Ireland is peculiar, 
andthe committee is strenuously anxious to 
avoid creating new complications, by the in- 
terference of any sort. These representations 
of the accredited envoys of the Irish 
people are, therefore, entitled to consideration, 
so long as there is no immediate danger of 
actual suffering by famine. When that point 
is reached, if it does come, the committee will, 
with the full approval and co-operation of the 
Irish leaders, renew its appeal, and trust to 
the generosity of the American public to carry 
on an adequate relief The crisis

CRUISING IN THE SHIP OLIVETTE. 


How the Party of American Visitors Was 
Received by the Jamaica People— 
Calling at the Ports tor Freight. 
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SAVANNAH, Ga., November 9.-—[Special.]}— 
The following extracts from a letter received 
from President H. B. Plant, relative to his 
late trip to Jamaica, will be of interest to the 
readers of Tux Constitution. The fruit 
leaving Jamaica on October Sist arrived at 
Chicago at 2 o’clock a. m. onthe morning of 
the 7th, making the trip in seven days, which 
is the fastest time between those points ever 
made either by freight or passenger. 

THE TRIP TO KINGSTON. 

The letter {from President Plant is dated 
“On Board Steamship ‘Olivette,’ at Sea, No 
vember 2, 1890,’’ and reads: 

“After coaling at Key West, we left there 
at 5:30 o’clock a. m, Sunday morning, the 25th 
of October, arriving at the guard ship at 
Kingston, Port Royal, at. 7:50 o’clock a. m. 
Tuesday, making the voyage in forty-nine 
hours. .We received on board the various 
public officials in their due course, all of 
whom treated us kindly, and took our money 
like Christians. They gave us permission to 
land, and practically the freedom of the 
island. 

After breakfast on Tuesday we were waited 
on by United States Consul Estes and others, 
and were informed that carriages awaited us 
at the Jandingin which we could view the 
city, arrangements having been made for us to 
lunch at the Constant Springs hotel, six miles 
away on the hillside, at 1 o’clock, and that 
the governor would be pleased to See us at 
‘‘King's House” at 3 o’clock p. m. In dile 
course we took the ride, the lunch and paid 
the visit. We were very much pleased with 
the governor, with whom we passed a very 
pleasant hour conversing, strolling around the 
grounds and the enjoyment of refreshments. 

THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

The carriages were then called, and we pro- 
ceeded to view the exposition building, which 
is in a fair way to be completed at the time 
required—January 27, 1891—when it is ex- 
pected to be opened to the public by Prince 
George, of Wales. We found that great ex- 
pectations, with strong hopes of good results 
from this exposition, were entertained by the 
Jamaicans. After a view of the building and 
grounds, we made our way to the ship, and 
after supper had an impromptu reception of 
ladies and gentlemen—mostly Americans. 
We had a good night’s rest, and on Wednes- 
day morning at 8 o’clock, under the guidance 
of General Manager Campbell, of the Jamaica — 
railroad (formerly connected with railroads in 
California and the west), we boarded-the train 
and, after a ride of an hour and a halfrreached 
“Bog Walk’’—twenty miles. 

We then left the train and took carriages to 
Spanish Town, which afforded us an opportu. 
nity for a nine-mile drive over one of the bes 
roads and througf& one of the prettiest val 
it has been my good fortune to view, After

We again boarded the train, and after another 
ride of an hour and a half through sugar 
plantations, bananna groves, log wood and 
mahogany forests, we returned to Kin 

and paid a few hurried visits for those ranted, 
and sailed at 3:30 o’clock, p. m., for Port Mo 
rant, a distance of forty miles, which the good 
ship, ‘‘Olivette,”’ made in two hours. 7 

“FAST FOR TRUE.” 

Ten miles from Kingston we dropped our 
so tp phys Symi. minutes from the time we 
weighed anchor, and as he went over theship’s 
side into a sinall boat, in answer to a question 
did he consider the Olivette fast, he responded: 
“Hie, hie, him’s fast for true,” which amusing 
response was fully appreciated by his listeners. 

e found Port Morant a lovely place, and 
the residence of Captain Bakera pe distance 
from the wharf, 300 feet above the sea. We 
made the trip to his house in carriages, and 

d an hour very ——, with himself 
and family, when we returned to the ship and 
witnessed the loading of bananas, which was 
quite a novel sight to us, and at5o’clock the 
game evening we sailed for Morant bay, where 
we came to anchor and received another por- 
tion of the cargo from lighters,a very crude 
and to us unbusiness-like method of receiving 
freight. 

ON THE CREST OF A WAVE. 

We went ashore in the morning when it was 
smooth, but had the disagreeable experience 
of coming aboard ina heavy sea, and when 
the small boat was on the crest of the wave, 
we had to jump forthe vessel. Fortunately, 
we all got aboard without a ducking or 
giving the sharks an aa to havea 
1earty meal. We sailed at 12:30 o’clock and 

assed the Atlas Line ship bound from 

ingston to New York, whilst we ran around 
to Port Antonio on the north side of the 
Jsiand, where we took on the balance of our 
cargo, making in all 11,000 bunches of 
bananas, 300 barrels of oranges and alot of 
shrubbery. From this port we sailed at 3 
o’clock Friday morning. 

THE SCENE UPON THE WHARF. 

The scene upon the wharf while the “OM. 
vette” lay taking in her cargo was beyond 
description. The talk of the town was the 
“Olivette,” indeed, we might say the same of 
the good people of Kingston. It was certainly 
amusing and interesting to witness the manner 
in which the bananas were handled, mostly by 
women who carried them upon their heads, 
sometimes one and sometimes two bunches, 
amd singing while they walked in the proces 
sion with all the vim and spirit of the daughter 
of ‘*Mme. Angot,”’ and dancing while ting 
for the fruit to be removed from their heads, 
The language to us was not quite intelligible, 
it being what fs termed “Quashi,” a mixture 
of English and Congo. One of the women 
was especially — with her com 
which seemir y was very nich en by.

cuit and the Western circuit. 
Solicitors are to be elected for the Oconee 


and Northeastern circuits. 

Perhaps the prettiest race in the whole lot 
is that for judgeship of the middle circuit to 
succeed Judge J. K. Hines. :

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CONSPIRACY TO MURDER 
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CHARGED AGAINST LUTHER A, HALL 
AND SIX OTHERS. 
The Sheriff of Dodge County in Jail in Macon 
With the Rest—An Expose in the For- 
syth Murder Looked For. 


From The Macon Telegraph. 


Yesterday morning at Eastman four men. 


were arrested for conspiracy in the murder of 
Forsyth, at Normandale, on the night of the 
7th of October, the horrible and thrilling de- 
tails of which are still fresh in the minds of 
the public. 

Last night, at 8 o'clock, Luther A. Hall, 
whose name has been before the public for 
some time in not the most enviable’ light, was 
arrested at the hotel Lanier on the same charge 
and lodged in Bibb county jail. 

Wright Lancaster, sheriff of Dodge county, 
was one of thé men arrested yesterday morn- 
ing ut Eastman. The other three were James 
Moore, John K. Lancaster and Lem Birch. 

On Friday night the United States marshal 
and his deputies left Macon for Eastman, 
carrying with them the warrants for all five of 
the supposed conspirators and yesterday morn- 
ing Luther A. Hall arrived in Macon on the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
train due here at 7 o’clock, but which was an 
hour late. 


Hall seemed to have no idea of the ap- 


proaching boomerang. when he stepped off the 
cars yesterday morning as lightly as his 300 
pounds avoirdupois would allow him and 
drove to the Hotel Lanier, where he registered 
and eat his breakfast. 

Meanwhile the officers of the law, armed 
with their warrants, had arrived at Eastman, 
where the arrival was so managed as to ¢reate 
little or no suspicior of their identity; and 
without losing any time proceeded to make the 
arrests. 

. As it was anticipated that some trouble 
might be found in securing the prisoners, the 
posse was strong, but everything passed off 
very quietly and smoothly. At 12 o'clock, 
marshal, prisoners and posse boarded the cars 


at Eastman, bound for Macon where they ar-. 


rived at 5o’clock p.m. After a short time 
spent in the federal building, the two Lan- 
casters, Moore and Birch were safely lodged in 
jail. The affidavit upon which they were ar- 
rested was made by one George A. Roy on 
Thursday last. 
THE CHARGE IS BASED ON 

Sections 5508 and 5509 of the revised statutes 
of the United States which read as follows: 

Section 5508.—If two or more persons conspire 
to misuse, oppress, threaten or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise or enjoyment of any 
right or privilege secured to him by the constitu- 
tion or laws of the United States or because of his 
hearing so exercised the same, or if twoor more 
persons go in disguise in the highway or on the 

remises of another with intent to prevent or 

inder his free exercise or enjoyment of any 
right or privilege so secured, they shall be fined 
not more than 35,000 and imprisoned not more 
than ten years, and shall moreover or thereafter 
be ineligible to any office or place of honor, profit 
or trust created by the constitution of laws of the 
United States. 

Sec. 5509.—If inthe act of violating any pro- 
visions in either of the two preceding settions 
another felony or misdemeanor be committed, the 
offender shall be punished for the same with such 
punishment attached to such felony or misde- 
meanor by the laws ofthe state in which the 
offense is comuinitted. 

The affidavit sets out the fact that.a decree 
was granted in the United States court in fa- 
vor of the Dodges establishing their title to a 
very large body of lands in Dodge, Telfair, 
Laurens and adjoining counties. 

That it was aright secured to Norman W. 
Dodge and his agent to proceed in the United 
States circuit court by due process of law 
against any and all persons violating the 
terms of the injunction granted in that de- 
cree. 

Norman W. Dodge and his agent, John C. 
Forsyth, the murdered man, were engaged in 
ee exercise of that right when they brought 
rules 
charged with violating the decree. 

Mr. Forsyth had been a witness in one of 
these rules in the exercise of the right secured 
to him under the constitution and laws of the 
United States to testify in the matter of these 
rules without tear of any unlawful personal 
injury because of the fact that he was such 
witness. 

The affidavit further says that Mr. Forsyth 
was also a witness on the part of the United 
States in its prosecution of a perjury case 
growing out of one of these proceedings to en- 
force the decree of the court, which perjury 
case is still pending. 

That the prisoners, forthe purpose of pre- 
venting the enforcement of the decree and the 
right of Norman W. Dodge and John C. For- 
syth, under the constitution and laws of the 
United States, to have the same enforced, the 
prisoners and Andrew J. Renew, now de- 
ceased, banded and conspired together to in- 
jure, oppress, threaten and intimidate Norman 
V. Dodge and his agent, John C. Forsyth. 

The afiidavit further charges that, in ac- 
cordance with the conspiracy, the prisoners 
procured the murder of Forsyth, and each one 
of them is charged with being an accessory 
before the fact. 

From this it may be seen that tho chargé 
brought against the four met nowin Bibb 
county jail, in this city, men of importance and 
standing, is that of murder. 

It is worse than murder; for they are charged 
with a vile conspiracy to take away the life of 
aman, notin the open daylight, not face to 
face and man to man; but the deed which 
drew forth this charge was, perhaps, one of 
the most cowardly, the most dastardly and 
abominable cver known in the state of 
Georgia. 

LUTHER A. HALL'S MOVEMENTS. 


After breakfast yesterday morning, Luther 
A. Hall was seen om the streets and his pres- 
ence in town was commented on by many who 
knew of his case that was pending in the 
United States court, and which was tocome up 
for trial tomorrow. | 

He visited his attorneys in thé early part of 
the forenoon and about 11 o’clock might have 
been seen sitting in front of the Hotel Lanier, 
but he seemed to be uneasy and reckless, and 
continually took his eyes off the book he had 
just purchased and became absorbed though, 
not noticing the peopie who passed and re- 
passed, many of them who knew him by repu- 
tation and by sight, looking curiously at ie 
unmistakable face and figure.

Just two weeks ago THER CONSTITUTION 
contained an account of a church entertain- 
ment of similar character and results, and on 
other occasionsin the past these fairs have 
been mentioned in connection with alterca- 
tions of serious and fatal results.

THs CONSTITUTION correspondent en- 
deavored to get full particulars of the affair, 
and gives the story as it was told by those from 
the scenes. 

The fair was attended by a large crowd of 
negroes, and all was quiet and serene until 
Gallaway Adams appeared upon the scene. It 
seems that he had bathed his “drooping 
spirits” pretty freely in the “oil of the coun- 
ty,”’ and was in excellent trim fora fuss or 
tight. He became unruly and boisterous, and 
sonie of the negroes went to Mr. Thomson 
to have the negro driven from the premises. 
Mr. Thomson went to the scene and succeeded 
in driving off the negro for a while, but he 
soon returned and renewed the fuss. Mr. 
Thomson repeated his order for the negro to 
leave, when a few words were passed and the 
fight ensued. 

The negro slashed out arazor and cut Mr. 
Thomson on the neck and arm. Mr. Thomson 
fired at him once, the ball passing through the 
lung. Sheriff Ennis went to the scene, but has 
not returned yet. The negro’s condition is 

ronounced hopeless, while Mr. Thomson will 
e laid up with an ugly and serious wound.

A ROW AT THE HUB. 


HOW THE COLOR LINE I8 DRAWN IN 
BOSTON. 


The Tempest a Savannah Colored. Girl 
Created in the New England Con- 
servatory of Music. 


From The Savannah, Ga., News. 

The executive committee of the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music has found itself 
in a predicament. Some of the pupils of the 
conservatory are making it unpleasant for a 
couple of colored pupils, who are room pupils, 
occupying rooms in the conservatory, one of 
whom is Florida L. Desverney, daughter of 5. 
K. Desverney, a well-known and _ respected 
colored citizen of Savannah, the 
other a daughter of Collector of 
Customs Cluny, of Galveston, Tex. 

The girls entered the institution at the be- 
ginning of the fal) term, September 11th, and 
their presence resulted in the drawing of the 
color line among the pupils in a very short 
time. A Boston dispatch states that the 
trustees of the conservatory had voted, after 
considerable debate, to retain the girls in the 
institution if they desired to remain in spite of 
the epposition. The Boston Globe, in its ac- 
count of the trouble, says: 

‘‘Before Miss Desverney entered, her father 
wrote to the directors distinctly stating that 
she was a colored girl. He received a reply 
saying that there would be no objection to her 
on account of color, and that the best of care 
would be given her. Mrs. Cluny, the mother 
of Miss Cluny, was here during the Grand 
Army Republic encampment, and during her 
visit went with her daughter to the institu- 
tion, and was assured that her daughter would 
be taken into the institution, and that the best 
of care would be given her. 

‘The rooms of the young ladies are side by 
side. Botb eat at the same table with Di- 
rector Tourgee and his wife. Both have been 
excellent in deportment and studies. But it 
is said that by some of the pupils they are 
snubbed, while with others —t relations 
are entertained. Both are very intelligent. 
Miss Cluny is the better looking of the two; 
her eyes are black, and she has a high and 
well-shaped nose. Her complexion is nearly 
that of a Spaniard, and ata first glance she 
might easily be taken for a senorita. There is 
a dash about her characteristic of a go-ahead 
southern girl. 

‘‘Miss Desverney is darker than Miss Cluny, 
and is of a retiring nature. Her hair is nearly 
straight, and her features are moro rounded 
than those of her schoolmate. 

“Miss Cluny’s studies are music, German 
and English literature. Those of Miss Des- 
verneyfare elocution, piano, violin, physical 
culture and solfeggio. 

“Both girls say that from the faculty, teach- 
ers and matrons they have received the best of 
attention, Theteachers say that as puptis 
their work so far has been excellent. It is 
claimed that socially there bas been 
some friction between them and other 

mupils coming from places outside of New 

ngland. The young women have been in- 
vited to some of the private receptions that 
occur in the institution. Butso far as it can 
be learned, the trouble existing is based on 
social greasons. The executive committee, 
learning of this, and finding that the trouble 
was on this basis alone, after three meetings, 
decided to write to the parents of each of the 
young €women, stating to them the true posi- 
tion of the case, and while not unwilling to 
take colored pupils in the house, it seemed to 
them that the colored pupils would be more 
content among other people. To this letter

cers, trustees, board of visitors, faculty or 
teachers af® responsible for the feeling that 
has developed against the colored pupils. 
The trouble exists among some of the white 
pupils who do not like the idea of associating 
with colored girls. 


A. K. Desvernéy'said yesterday to a Morn- 


ing News reporter that he sent his daughter to 
the conservatory at the request of the faculty 
after a correspondence with the director, and 
that there was no complaint on account of her 
color. He has received very complimentary 
letters from the faculty in regard to his daugh- 
ter’s conduct and progress at the school, and 
he was much surprised whenhe received a 
letter from Acting Director Carl Faelten of 
the conservatory, stating that her presence as 
a boarder was causing great dissatisfaction, and 
suggesting that he find hera home with friends 
outside of the conservatory. 

To this letter Desvernev replied that he had 

taken the precaution before entering his 
daughter at the conservatory to make inquiries 
as to the ‘‘color line,”” and he received satis- 
factory replies from Mr. Tourgee, and it was 
strange that the dissatisfaction had not mani- 
fested itself until now. He much regretted 
the affair, and would prefer, he said, to have 
his daughter remain at home, butif it was 
necessary for her to change, he requested Mr. 
Faelten to select some worthy place for her to 
board. 
« He afterward wrote his daughter to quit the 
school altogether, but she had already antici- 
pated his wishes and sevéred her connection 
with it. She will remain in Boston, however, 
and receive private instruction from the 
teachers of the conservatory at her boarding 
lace. : 
Desverney said that he isthe last man on 
earth to force his color upon those who did not 
want to mingle with colored people. He and 
his family lhavethe respect and confidence 
both of white and colored citizens of 
Savannah.

DR. TAUMAGE BEFORE THE TABER- 
NACLE CONGREGATION. 
Ze Speaks of His Trip Through the Holy 
Ieand—Scenes of the Days of Christ 
Graphically Portrayed. 


Brooxiry, November 9.--[{Special.]—-To- 
day Dr. Talmage preached the seventh of his 
course of sermons on his recont tourin Pales- 
tine. Following is the sermon from,the text: 
“So [ litted upmine eyes the way toward the 
north.” (Ezekiel viii, 5.) 

At 1 o’clock on a Decomber afternoon, 
through Damascus gate we are passing out of 
Jerusalom for a journey northward. Ho! for 
Bethel with its stairs, the bottom step of 
which was a stone pillow, and Jacob's well 
with its immortal colloquy, and Nazareth 
with its Divine boyin his father’s carpenter 
shop, and the most glorious lake that ever 
rippled or tlashed: 

Llue Galilee, sweet Calilee, 

The lake where .Jos:1s loved to he; 
and Damascus with its crooked street called 
Straight, and a hundred places charged and 
surcharged with Apostolic, evangelistic, pro- 
phetic, patriarchal, kingly and Christly retn- 
inisccnces. 

In traveling along the roads of Palestine I 
ain impressed, as I could not otherwise have 
been. with the fact that Christ for the most 
part wentafoot. We find Him occasionally 
ona boat, and once riding in a triumphal 
procession, as itis sometimes cailed, although 
it seems to me that the hosannas of the crowd 
could not have made a ride on a stubborn, un- 
impressive and funny creature like that which 
pattered with Him into Jerusalem very much 
of atriumph. But we are made to under- 
stand that generally He walked. How 
mnrch that means only those know, who 
havc gone over the district  tra- 
versed by Christ. We are accustomed 
to read that Bethany is two miles from Jeru- 
Well, any man in ordinary health 
But not 
more thon one man out ofa thousand can 
walk from Bethany to Jerusalem without ox- 
laustionu. Itis over the Mount of Olives, and 
you must climb up among the rolling stones 


galer. 


‘and descend where exertion is necessary to 


keep you from falling prostrate. I, who am 
weustomed to walk fifteen or twenty miles 
without lassitude, tried part of this road over 
the Mount of Olives, and confess I would not 
want to try it often, such demand does it make 
upon one’s physical energies. Yet Christ 
waiked it twice a day—in the morning from 
sethany to Jerusalem, anc in the evening 
from Jerusalem to Bethany. 

Likewise it seemed a small thing that Christ 
wafked from Jerusalem to Nazareth. But it 
will take us four days of hard horseback rid- 
ing, sometimes ona trot and sometimes ona 
gallon todo it this week. The way is moun- 
tainousin the extreme. To those who went 
upto the Tip-Top House on Mount Washing- 
ton, before the railroad was laid, I will say 
that this journey from Jerusalem to Nazareth 
is like seven such American journeys. So, all 
up and down and across and recrossing Pales- 
tine, Jesus walked. Ahab rode. David rode. 
Solomon rode. Herod rode. Antony rode. 
But Jesus walked. With swollen ankles and 
sore muscies of the legs, and bruised heel and 
stiff joints. and panting lungs and faint head, 
along the roads, and where there were no 
roads at all, Jesus walked. 

We tried to get a new horse other than that 
on which we had ridden on the journey to the 
Dead Sea, for he had faults which our close 
acquaintanceship had developed. But after 
some experimenting with other quadrupeds of 
that species and finding thatall horses, like 


‘their riders have faults, we concluded to 


choose a saddle on that beast whose faults we 
were most prepared to pity or resist. - We rode 
down through the valley and then up on Mount 
Scopus and, as our dragoman telis us that this 
is the last opportunity we shall have of lookin 
at Jerusalem, we turn our horse’s head towar 
the city and take a long, sad and thrilling look 
: This is 
the wost impressive view of the most tremen- 
dous city of all time. On and around this.hill 
the armies of the crusaders, at the first sight 
of the city, threw themselves on their faces in 
worship. Here most of the besieging armies 
encamped the night before opening their 
volleys of death against Jerusalem. Our last 
look! Farewell, Mount Zion, Mount Moriah, 
Mount of Olives, Monnt Calvary! Will we 
never see them again? Never. The world is 
so large and time isso short, and there are so 
many things we have never seen at all, that 
we cannot afford to duplicate visits or see any- 
thing more than once. © Farewell, yonder 
thrones of gray rock, and the three thousand 
years of architecture and battletields. Fare- 
well, sacred, sanguinary, triumphant, humili- 
ated Jerusalem! Across this valley of the 
Kedron with my right hand I throw thee a 
kiss of valedictory. Our last look, like our 
Arst look, an-agitation of body, mind and soul 
indescribable. 

And now,-like Ezekiel in my text, Llift up 
mine eyesthe way toward the north. Near 
here wasone of the worst tragedies of the 
ages, mentioned inthe Bible. A hospitable 
old man coming home at even-tide from his 
werk in the fields, finds two strangers, a hus- 
band and wife, proposing to lodge in the street 
because no shelter is offered them, and in- 
vites them to come in and spend the night in 
hishome. During the night the ruftians of 
the neighborhood conspired together, and sur- 


rounded the hSuse and left the woman dead : 


on the doorstep, and the husband, to rally in 
revenge the twelve tribes, cut the corpse of 
the’-woman into twelve parts and sent atwelfth 
of it to each tribe, and the fury of the nation 
was roused, arid a peremptory demand was 
made for the surrender of the assassins and, 
the demand refused, in one day 20,000 people 
were left dead on the field and the next day 
18,000. Wherever our horse today plants his 
foot, in those ancient times a corpse lay, and 
the roads were crossed by red rivulets of 
carnage. 

Now we pass on where seven youths were 
put to death and their bodies gibbeted or hung 
in chains, not for anything they had tbhem- 
selves done, but as a reparation for what their 
father and -grandfather, Saul, had done. 
Burial was denied these youths from 
May . until November. izpah, the 
mother of two of these dead boys, 
appoints herself as sentinel to guard the seven 
cor from beak of raven and tooth of wolf 
and paw of lion. She pitches a black tent on 
the rock close by the gibbets. Rizpah by day 
sits on the ground in front of her tent, and 
when a vulture begina to lower out of the 
noonday sky seeking its prey among the gib- 
bets, Rizpah rises, her long hair flying in the 
wind, and, swinging her arms wildly about, 
Shoos away the bird of prey until it retreats 
toitseyrie. At night she rests under the 
shadow of her tent and sometimes falls into a 
drowsiness orhalf sleep. But the step of the 
jackal among the dry leaves or the panting of 
a hyena arouses her, and with the fury of a 
inaniac she rushes out upon the rock crying: 
“Away! Away!’ and then examining tho 
gibbets to see that they still keep their burden, 
returns again to her tent till some swooping 
wing from the midnight sky or some grow)l- 
ing monster on the rock again wakes her. 

A mother watching her dead children 
through May, June, July, August, September 
and October! What a vigil! Painters hare 
tried to put uponficanvas the scene, and they 
succeeded in sketching the hawks in tie sk 
and the panthers crawling out from the jungle, 
but they fail to give the wanneas, the earnest- 
ness, the supernatural courage, the infinite 
self-sacrifice of Rizpah, the mother. A mother 
in the quiet home watching by the casket of a 
dead child for one night exerts the artist to his 
utmost, but who is sufficient to pnt upon can- 
vasa mother for six months of midnights 
guarding her wholo family, dead and gibbeted 
upon the mountains?. Go home, Rizpah! 
You must be awfuliy tired. You are sacrific- 
ing your reason and your life for those whom 
you can never bring back again to your bosom. 
As Tsay that, from the darkest midnight of 
the contury Rizpah turns upon me and cries: 
“How dare youstel) me to go home? [Tama 
mother. Law not tired.. You might as \zell 
expect God to get tircd as for a mother to got 
tired. Icared for chose boys when they lay 
apon my breastin infancy and I wili not for- 
sake them now that they are dead. Interrupt 
me not. There stoops an eagle that I must 
drive back with my 


: scene by our roadside 
tine makes me thiuk of? It is no un-

usual scone. Right here in these three cities 
by the American sea coast, there are a thousand 
cases this moment worse than that. Mothers 
watching boys that the rum saloon, that annex 
of hell, has gibbeted ina living death. Boys 
hung in chains of evil habits they cannot break. 
The father —_ ge to sleep after waiting until 
12 o’clock at night for the ruined boy to come 
home, and giving it up, he may say: ‘Mother, 
come to bed; there’s no use sitting up any 
longer.”” But mother will not gotobed. It is 
1 o’cluck in the morning. It is half past one. 
Itis2o’clock. It is half past two whon he 
comes staggering through the hail. Do you 
say that young man is yet alive? No; he is 

ead. Dead to his father’s entreatics. Dead 
to his mother’s prayers. Dead to the family 
altar where he was reared. Dead to al! the 
noble ambitions that once inspired him. Twice 
dead. Only a corpse of what he once was. 
Gibbeted before God and man and angels and 
devils. Chained in a death that will not 
loosen its cold grasp. His father is asleep, his 
brothers aro asleep, his sisters are asleep, but 
his mother is watching him, watching him in 
the night. After he has gone up to bed and 
fallen intoa drunken sleep, his mother will 
go up to his room and see that he is properly 
covered and before she turns out the light, 
will pnt a kiss upon his bloated lips. ‘Mother, 
why don’t you go to bed?” “Ah!’’ she 
says, ‘*I cannot go to bed. I am Rizpah watch- 
ing the slain!’’ 

And what are the political parties of this 
country doing for snch cases? They are tak- 
ing care not to hurt the feelings of the jackals 
and the buzzards that roost on the shelves of 
the grog-shops, and hoot above the dead. I 
am often asked to what politicai party I be- 
long, and I now declare my vpinion of the 
political parties to-day. Each one is worse 
than the other, and the only consolation in re- 


. gard to thom is, that they have putrefied until 


they have no more power to rot. Oh, that 
coinparatively tame scene upon which Rizpah 
looked! She looked upon only seven of the 
slain. American motherhood and American 
Wifehood this moment are looking upon. sev- 
onty of the slain, upon seven hundred of the 
slain, upon seventy thousand of the slain. 
Woe! Woe! Woe! My only consolation on 
this subject is that foreign capitalists are buy- 
ing up the American breweries. The present 
owners see that the doom of that business is 
coming, as surely as that God is not dead. 
They are unloading upon foreign capitalists, 
and when we can get these breweries into the 
hands of people living on the other side of the 
86a our political parties will cease to be afraid 
of the liquor traffic, and at their conventions 
nominating presidentiai candidates will put 
in their platform a plank as big as the biggest 
plank of the biggest ocean steamer, as saying: 
**Resoived unanimoasly, That we always have 
beer. and always will be opposed to alcohol- 
ism,”’ 

But [ must spur on our Arab'steed, and here 
we come in sight of Beeroth, said to be the 

lace where Joseph and Mary missed the boy 

esus on the way from Jerusalem to Nazareth, 
going home now from a great national festival. 
“Where is my child Jesus?’ says Mary. 
‘‘Where is my child Jesus?’’ says Joseph. 
Among thé thousands that are returning from 
Jerusalem, they thought certainly He was 
walking on in the crowd. They described 
Him, saying: ‘‘He is twelve years old, and of 
light complexion and blue eyes. A_ lost 
child!”’ Great excitement in all the crowd. 
Nothing so stirs folks as the news that a child 
is lost. I shall not forget the scene when ina 
great out-door meeting I was preaching and 
some one stepped onthe platform and said 
that a child was lost. We went on with the 
religious service, but all our minds were on 
the lost child. After a while a man 
brought on the platform a beautiful little tot 
that looked likea piece of heaven dropped 
down, and said: ‘‘Here is that child.’”’ And I 
forgot all that I was preaching about, and 
lifted the child to my shoulder and said: 
“Here is the lost child, and the mother will 
come and get her right away. or I will take 
her home and add her to’ my own brood!”’ 
And some eried and some shouted, and amid 
all that crowd [I instantly detected the 
mother. Everybody had to get out of her 
ae or be walked over. Hats were nothing, 
and shoulders were nothing, and heads were 
nothing in her pathway, and I realized some- 
thing of what must have been Mary’s anxiety 
when she lost Jesus, and what her gladness 
when she found her boyin the temple of 
Jerusalem talking with those old ministers‘of 
Teligion, Shammat, Hillel and Betirah- 

I bear down on you today with a mighty 
comfort. Mary and Joseph said: ‘‘Where is 
our Jesus ?’’ and you say, ‘‘Where is John? or 
where is Henry? or where is George?’’ Well, 
I should not wonderif you found him after 
awhile. Where? In the same place where 
Joseph-and Mary found their boy—in the 
temple. What dol mean by that? I mean 
you do your duty toward God and toward your 
child, and you will find him after awhile-in 
the kingdom of Christ. Will you say, “I do 
not have any way of infiuencing my child?” 
I answer you have the tremendous line of in- 
finence open right before you. As you write a 
letter, and there are two or three routes by 
which it may go, but you want it to yo the 
quickest route, and you put onit ‘“‘via South- 
hampton,” or ‘‘vyia San Francisco,’’ or ‘‘via 
Marseilles,’? put on your wishes about your 
child, “‘via the throne of God.’’ How long 
will such a good wish take to get to its desti- 
nation? Not quiteaslong as the millionth 
part ofasecond. I will proveit. The prom- 
ise is ‘before they call I will answer.’’ That 
means at your first motion towards such pray- 
erful exercise the blessing will come, and if 
the prayer is made at 10 o’clock at night, it 
will be answered five minutes before 10 
o’clock. ‘‘Before they call I will answer.” 

Well, you say, I am clear discouraged about 
my son, and I am getting on in years, and I 
fear I will not live to see him converted. Per- 
haps not; nevertheless, { think you will find 
him in the temple, the heavenly temple. 
There has not been an hour in heaven the last 
100 years when parents in glory had not had 
announced to them the salvation of children 
whom they left in this world profligate. We 
often have tosay ‘‘I forgot,’’ but God has never 
yet once said ‘‘I forgot.’”” It may be after the 
grass of thirty summers has greened the top of 
your grave, that your son may be found in the 
earthly temple. It may be fifty years from now 
whenf some morning, the towers are chiming 
the matins of the glorified in heaven that you 
shall find him in the higher temple which has 
‘no need of candle or of sun, for the Lord God 
and the Lamb aro the light thereof.’’ Cheer 
up, Christian father and mother! Cheer up! 
Where Joseph and Mary found their boy you 
will find yours—in the temple. You see, God 
could not afford to do otherwise. One of the 
things He has positively promised in the 
Bible is that He will answer earnest and be- 
lieving ca, Failing todo that, He would 
wreck his own throne, and the foundations of 
His palace would give way, and the bank of 
heaven would suspend payment, and the dark 
word ‘“‘repudiation,’’ would be written across 
the sky, and the eternal government would be 
disbanded, and God Himself would become 
au exile. Keep on with your prayer, and you 
will yet find your childin the temple, either 
the temple here or the temple above. 

Out on the western prairies was a happy but 
isolated home. Father, mothe: and child. By 
the sale of cattle quite a large sum of money 
was one night in that cabin, and the father 
wasaway. Arobberwho had heard of the 
money one night looked in at the window, and 
the wifo and mother of that home saw him, 
and she was helpless. Herchild by her side, 
she knelt down and prayed among other things 
for all prodigals who were wandering up and 
down over the world. The robber heard her 
prayer and was overwhelmed, and entered the 
cabin, and knelt beside her and began to pray. 

He had come to rob that house, but the 
prayer of that woman for prodigals'reminded 
nim of his mother aud her prayers before he 
became a vagabond, and from that hour he 
began a new life. Years after, that woman 
was in a city ina great audience,and the orator 
who came on the piatform and pleaded glori- 
ously for righteousness and God was the man 
who many vears before had looked into the 
cabin on the prairie as a robber. The speaker 
and the auditor immediately zed each 
other. After so long a time, a mother’s prayers 
answered. 

But we must hurry on, for the muleteers and 

men have been ordered to pitch our 

tents for to-night at Bethe). It is already 
tting so dark that we have to give up all 
Fien of guiding the horses, and leave them to 
their own sagacity. We ride down amid mud 
cabins and into ravines where the horses leap 


from depth to depth, rocks below rocks, rocks ; 


under rocks. Whoa! whoa! we dismount in 
this place, memorable for many things in 
Bible history, the two more inent, a 
theological se , where of old they made 
ministers, and for Jacob’s dream. The stu- 
dents of Bethel 


this seminary 
were called “Sons of the F t."" Here the 
young men were fitted for the ministry, and 


those of us whoever had the advantage of 
such institutions will everlastingly be I, 
and in the calendar of saints, which I read 
with especial affection, are the doctors of di- 
vinity who blessed me with their care. I 
thank God that from these theological semi- 
naries thore is now coming forth a m - 
cent crop of young ministers who are n 

the pulpits in ali parts of theland. I hai 

their coming and tell these young brothers to 
shake off the somnolence of centuries, and get 
out from under the dusty shelves of theolo- 
gical discussions which have no practical 
bearing on this age, which needs to get rid of 
its sins and have its sorrows comforted. 
Many of our pulpits are dying 
of humdrum. People do not go to church 
because they cannot endure the 
technicalities, and profound explanations of 
nothing, and sermons about the “eternal gen- 
eration of the Son,” and the differenco be- 
tween sublapsarianism and supralapsar- 
ianism, and about who Melchisideck wasn’t. 

There ought to be as inuch difference botween 
the modes of presenting trith now and in olden 
time, as between a lightning express railtrain, 
and a canal boat. Years ago, I went up to the 
door of a factory in New England. On the 
outside door, I saw the words ‘‘no admittance.” 
I went in and came to another door over which 
were the words ‘no admittance.”” Of course 
I went in, and came to the third door inscribed 
with the words “no admittance.” Having 
entered this, I found the people inside making 
— beautiful pins, uséful' pins, and nothing 

t pins! So over the outside doorof many of 
the churches have been practically written the 
words “no admittance.”” Some have ontered 
and come to the inside door, and found the 
words ‘“‘no admittance.’’ But persisting, they 
have come inside, and found us sounding out 
our little niceties of belief, pointing out our 
little differences of theological sentiment--- 
making pins! 

But most distinguished was Bethel for that 
famous dream which Jacob had, his head on a 
collection of stones. He had notrouble in 
this rocky region of finding a rocky pillow. 
Yet the people of those lands havo a way of 
drawing their outer garment up over their 
head and face, and euch a pillow I suppose 
Jacob had under his head. The plural was 
used in the Bible story, and you find it was 
not a pillow of stone, but of stones, I suppose, 
so thatif one proved to be of uneven surface 
he would turn over in the ~—_ and take an- 
other stone, for with sucha hard bolster he 
would often changein the night. Well, that 
night God built in Jacob’s dream a long, splen- 
did ladder, the feet of it on either side of the 
tired pilgrim’s pillow, and the top of it mor- 
ticed in the sky. And bright immortals came 
out from the castles of amber and gold and 
put their shining feet on the shining rungs of. 
the ladder, and they kept coming down and 
going up, a procession both wa 


ys. 
I suppose they had wings, for the Bible al ° 


most always reports them as having wings, 
but this was a ladder on which they used both 
hands and feet to encourage all those of us, 
who have no wings, to climb, and encourage 
us to believe that, if we will use what we have, 


God will provide a way and if we wiil employ | 


the hand andthe foot, He will furnish tho 
ladder. Young man! Do not wait for wings. 
Those angels folded theirs to show you wings 
are not neccessary. Let all the people who 
have hard pillows, hard for sickness or hard 
for poverty or hard for persistence, know that 
a hard pillow is the landing-place of angels. 
They seldom descend to pillows of eiderdown. 
They seldom build dreams in the brain of the 
one who sleeps easy. 

The greatest dream of ajl time was that of 
St. John with his head on the rocks of Patmos, 
and in that vision he heard the seven trumpets 
sounded, and saw all the pomp of heaven in 
procession cherubic, seraphic, archangelic. 
The next most memorable and glorious dream 
was that of John Bunyan, his pillow the cold 
stone of the floor of Bedford jail, from which 
he saw the celestial citv, and so many entering 
it, he cried out in his dream: “‘I wish myself 
among them.’’ The next most wonderful 
dream was that of Washington sleeping on the 
ground at Valley Forge, his head on a white 
pillow-case of snow, where he saw the vision 
of a nation emancipated. Columbus. slept on 
a weaver’s pillow, but rose on the ladder let 
down until he could see a new hemisphere. 
Demosthenes slept on a cutter’s pillow, but on 
the ladder let down arose to see the mighty 
assemblage that were to be swayed by 
his oratory. Arkwright slept on a 


ather's 
pillow; but went up the ladder till he Ne ad 


see all England aquake with the factories he 
set going. Akenside slept on a butcher’s pil- 
low and took the ladder up till hesaw other 
generations helped by his scholarship. John 
Ashworth slept on a poor man’s pillow, but 
took the ladder up until he could see his 
prayers and exertions bringing thousands of 
the destitute in England to salvation gyd 
heaven. Nearly all those who are today great 
in merchandise, in statesmanship, in law, in 
medicine, in art, in literature, were once at 
tho foot of the ladder, andin their boyhood 
had a pillow hardas Jacob’s. They whoare 
born at the top of the ladder are apt to spend 
their lives in coming down, while those who 
are at the foot, and their head on a boulder, if 
they have the right kind of dream, are almost 
sure to rise. 

I notice that those angels, either in coming 
down or going up on Jacob’s ladder, took it 
rung by rung. They did not leap to the bot- 
tom, nor jump tothetop. So you are to rise. 
Faith added to faith, good deed to good deed, 
industry to industry, consecration to conse- 
cration, until you reach the top, rung by rung. 
Gradualiy going up from a block of [granite 
tot he §pillar of throne. 

That night at Bethel I stood in front of my 
tent and looked up, and the heavens were ful! 
of ladders, first a ladder of clouds, then a lad- 
der of stars, and all up and down the heavens 
were angels of beauty, angels of consolation, 
angels of God ascending and descending. 
“Surely God is in this place’”’ said Jacob, 
‘and I knewit not.’” But tonight God is in 


this place, and I know it.

It is to be feared that some of our demo- 
cratic friends are disposed to lay great stress 
on the result in Pennsylvania. It is alto- 
gether too early to place it definitely in the 
democratic column. It may be that there 
has been a real revolution in that state—that 
the combined influence of the force bill and 
the McKinley law have brought about a radi- 
éal change in public sentiment, and yet it 
would be imprudent to make any serious 
calculations to that effect. 

It is true that Mr. Blaine and Mr. Reed, 
fn their speeches in Pennsylvania, declared 
that the sole before the people was, 
whether the country should endorse the pro- 
tection afforded by the McKinley law, or 
the free-trade principles advocated by the 
democrats. Mr. Ilaine, who is bitterly op- 
posed to the McKinley law, made a strenu- 
ous appeal to Pennsylvanians to stand by 
the doctrine of protection, and the campaign 
throughout the state was conducted by the 
republicans pretty muchon this line. So 
far, this is an argument in favor of those en- 
thusiasts who are disposed to put VPemnsyl- 
yania in the democratic column. 

Nevertheless, the fact is to be borne in 
mind that the real issue in Pennsylvania was 
not the tariff, or any other republican doc- 
trine. It was a moral issue altogether. The 
campaign, from beginning to end, was a con- 
test between the honest voters of the state 
and the element of dishonesty known as 
Quayism. This element has been particu- 
larly bold and vicious in Pennsylvania, 
where republican methods have nursed it 
into a vigorous life. In the campaign just 
closed it was rampant and aggressive. It 
had been endorsed by the republican leaders, 
and had received the cordial approval of the 
Christian statesman who occupies the white 
house when he is not hiding in his grand- 
father’s hat. It was brutal and _loud- 
mouthed in its efforts to override the will of 
the honest people of the state. 

Quay was bad enough. He was resting 
quietly under the most damaging charges 
against his character, not daring to deny 
them. He was denounced in reputable 
newspapers, which invited him to seek dam- 
ages in the courts. He was denounced on 
the floor of the house by a leading repub- 
lican, and, finally, a number of Pennsylva- 
nia republicans, anxious to see him vindi-

on its good name, offered to raise sufficient 
money to pay the costs of any suit or suits 
that he might bring for the purpose of vin- 
dicating his character. 

This was the situation when Quay went 
into Pennsylvania, and, by the exercise of 
his wonderful tactics as a political manager, 
dictated the nomination of his henchman, 
George W. Delamater. This the honest re- 
publicans of the state regarded as an insult 
and an outrage. Delamater was resting 
under charges similar to those affecting 
Quay, with this difference, that a prominent 
republican announced that he had in his pos- 
session Delamater’s confession that he was 
@ thixf and an embezzler. 

Under these circumstances,, there was 
nothing left for the honest republicans to do 
but to oppose Quay and support the -dem- 
cratic candidate. ‘This they did so effect- 
ually that Quayism may be regarded as a 
dead and buried issue in Pennsylvania. 

Under all the circumstances, it would be 
unwise to count Pennsylvania as a demo- 
cratic state. NKepublicanism has been bred 
in the bone of a large majority of the 
voters, and many of them will probably re- 
turn totheir parity. And yet the democratic 
victory, if not final, is a substantial one. 
‘The campaign has been essentially an educa- 
tional one. The republican majority will 
never be as large hereafter as it has been 
heretofore. There will be a gradual gain 
for the democrats until the party of the 
people holds its old place among the voters 
of that state.

The Rich South.} 

It cannot be denied that during the past 
fifteen years there has been a steady drift of 
English and northern capital southward. 

So marked has been this movement that 
it has given some color to the charge that 
the proposed force bill was in reality in- 
tended to cripple the growing industries of 
the south and check the outflow of capital 
from New England. Whether there was 
any truth or not in this charge does not 
matter just at present. The recent demo- 
cratic uprising will make a force bill a piece 
of waste paper if it becomes a law at the 
December session. 

What is of greater interest than the move- 
ment of northern capital is the growth of 
southern capjtal. A northern man told a 
New York Press reporter the other day that 
somes of his southern friends in Georgia de- 
sired to build a short railway line to develop 
their mineral property. They required about 


$1,000,000, and had only $250,000, which 


they put up for stock in a company, and 
then issned $750,000 worth of bonds to raise 
the balance. ‘These bonds were sent to New 
York for negotiation, but for some cause 
they were not taken for three or four weeks. 
At the end of that time the broker in charge 
of the bonds received a telegram instructing 
him to hold $450,000 worth of the bonds 
for the southerners themselves. A letter 
received later stated that they had just 
made this amount of money by fortunate 
transactions; and they were unwilling to let 
strangers have bonds that they could buy 
themselves. In a day or two another letter 
from the same parties ordered another 
$100,000 in bonds. Of course, there was no 
trouble in placing what remained in short 
order. 

This was only an incident, but reports 
from every state show that what the south 
is doing for herself amounts to incompara- 
bly more than the northern volume of capi- 
tal and enterprise in this section. 

The fact is, the south is rapidly growing 
rich—is already rich.

Our Press Censor Assailed, 

The Birmingham News is just now en- 
gaged ina campaign of well-merited abuse 
against Mr. John Wanamaker, and all on 
account of the lottery law—or rather Mr.

The News claims that the postmaster gen- 
eral has dealt infamously by it. That his 
spies and informers have invaded the office

_at midnight in order to annoy and harass 


the paper because of an alleged uninten- 
tional violation of the law. ‘The pitiful 
little postmaster general,’’ says our contem- 
porary, ‘‘is surely not the ninth part of one 
of the famed tailors of Tooley street when 
he secks to use that law to which The News 
absolutely gave origin, in punishing The 
News for its detestation of Wanamaker.’’ 
This would seem to be carrying matters 
too far, but when The News was warmly ad- 
vocating the lottery law it did not foresee 
the dangerous power it would invest in a 
high, unscrupulous government official. It 
could not see this man in his dangerous role 
of a censor of the press—now suppressing a 
democratic newspaper for daring to attack

The paid spies of the govern- 
ment are constantly on the watch, and edi- 
tors are summoned to court on the slightest 
pretext, or their papers tumbled out of the 
mails at the instance of any postmaster 
whose hasty construction of the law would 
seem to give warrant for such action. 

Did The Birmingham News advocate this 
law which has made a postmaster general 
all-powerful? It did. But hear it now: 
‘‘God knows the Louisiana lottery deserves 
to be destroyed; but Wanamaker, with the 
powers he exercises under this law, should 
be suppressed and this whole code instantly 
repealed or thoroughly remodeled.”’ 

We believe that THe CONSTITUTION was 
the first newspaper to point-out the evils that 
were likely to follow the interpretation of 
this law by partisan officials, and results 
have proved that our prophecies were cor- 
rect. Had the law fulfilled the prime object 
of its framers and advocates it would have 
been well enough; but it has resulted in cre- 
ating a press censorship, which is nothing 
less than a blow aimed at American liberty— 
unjust, tyrannical and without precedent in 
this country. The sole desire of the post- 
master general has seemed to be the estab- 
lishment of a code of morals for the press, 
which should be made subservient to his 
orders in everything. It is a pitiful state of 
affairs!

The Intercontinental Railway. 

Atlanta and Georgia have a peculiar in- 
terest in the great railway project of the 
Pan-American congress. 
scheme is presented in tangible shape, it ap- 
pears that the greater part of the road is 
already built; and when the rest is com- 
pleted and connections made, the route 
must be through Georgia and Atlanta, The 
day may not be far distant when solid trains 
from Washington to Cuzco will pass through 
Atlanta. 

The great nations of Europe have gone on 
opening up new markets all over the world 
until their commercial representatives are 
omnipresent. England has long been de- 
riving a great revenue from India, and 
Englishmen are at work in the Celestial 
Empire. Egypt is their vassal, and its com- 
merce pays tribute to English merchants, 


France, Germany, Belgium and Italy are all 


reaching out for new territory and new 
markets, ey have already begun to par- 
tition thé wilds of Africa, and their colonies 
begin to fringe the forests of the dark conti- 
nent. Though its exploration was the venture 
of an American, James Gordon Bennett, who 
sent Stanley after Livingston, and paid the 
expenses of his company through Africa, the 
commercial advantages of the discovery all 
go to European nations. 

But the Europeans do not confine them- 
selves to Europe, Asiaand Afriea; they are 
rapidly getting the best things in America 
outside of the United States. Canada is a 
British dependency, and the business of 
Mexico is largely done by English and 
German houses. In South America they 
are eagerly taking advantage of the generous 
inducements held out to capital and enter- 
prise by such progressive governments as the 
Argentine Republic. In Chili there is an 
English city, Valparaiso, and Englishmen 
are laying strong hands on the resources of 
the country. South America is dominated 
by un-American influences. While we go 


on talking about the Monroe doctrine, the. 


European nations are taking pocession of the 
commerce, railways and shipping of America. 
England owns a railroad across the continent 
to the north of us, and could mass troops at 
any point in the 3,000 miles of our frontier: 
Englishmen own railways in Mexico and 
South America, and the French are digging 
a canal across the isthmus. 

_ While we are fencing ourselves in with 
McKinley’s Chinese wall, the other nations 
are taking possession of theearth. Is it not 
time to open our eyes and look outside the 
fence? 

The suggestion of the Pan-American con- 
gress opens up a wonderful vista of com- 
mercial possibilities. It is, as it were, a last 
appeal by the South and Central Americans 
to our progressive spirit and our national 
pride. Strange to say, the carrying out of this 
scheme will involve the building of less than 
3,000 miles of new road. Roadsare buiit or 
being built all the rest of the way. From the 
southern border of Mexico, where construc- 
tion would commence, to Cuzco in Peru, 
whence trunk lines radiate through the Ar- 
gentine Republic to Buenos Ayres, and down 
the west coast to Valparaiso, the distance is 
2,870 miles, The best route runs along the 
plateau just east of the Cordilleras, following 
the backbone of the great chain as the rail- 
ways our Atlantc states traverse the Ap- 
palachian system, 

At Cuzco we connect with one of the 
finest railway systems on the globe. Metal 
ties have made rapid progress in the Argen- 
tine Republic, and the Buenos Ayres Great 
Southern railway has thirteen miles of double 
track and 819 miies of single track, all laid 
with cast-iron ties of improved design. The 
Central Argentine railway has 246 miles of 
iron ties, and the Santa Fe and Cordova rail- 
way ordered 20,000 steel ties from England 
in 1888. 

The best feature of the proposal of the 
Pan-American congress is that, while the 
railway must remain in the control of the 
associated governments, the cost of construc- 
tion and operation is to be borne by the con- 
cessionaires. The governments are only to 
pay the expense of a survey, the pro rata of 
which for this country is only $65,000—an 
amount insignificant in connection with an 
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of

Ac- 
cording to the figures given in the report of 
the Pan-American congress, the shortest 
route from New York to Mexico, by several 
hundred miles, is through New Orleans and 
Laredo. In going from New York to New 
Orleans, the shortest route is through At- 
lanta. The immense importance of the en- 
terprise to this city is quickly apparent. 


Southern Cotton Mills. 

The New Orleans Picayune takes some of 
its esteemed contemporaries to task for their 
lack of faith in the manufacturing cotton 
mills of the south. Many southern news- 
papers are unwilling to believe that the 
south will ever be able to compete with the 
east in the manufacture of high-grade cotton 
goods, notwithstanding the rapid strides we 
are making in this direction. 

The outlook, however, is highly favorable 
to the cotton mills of the south. Attention 
is called to the evidence of progress in this 
respect, which was furnished in the admirg 
able report of the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change. This report showed that during 
the past decade the south has gained 172 
mills, 1,257,931 spindles and 358,146 bales 
in the amount of cotton consumed, this con- 
sumption representing an increase of over 
189 per cent—an admirable, highly encourag- 
ing exhibit. 

Our New Orleans contemporary admits 
that this great development has been princi- 
pally in the manufacture of the coarser 
qualities of cotton cloth, but only because 
very few attempts have been made to turn 
out the higher grades, a timidity on the part 
of the millmen, which is due to the fostered 
belief that the south can never compete 
successfully with the eastern mills. 

The Picayune, referring to southern news- 
papers ‘‘of little faith’’ in this respect, notes 
the fact that an adverse expression of opinion 
by The Charleston News and Courier brought 
prompt protests from a number of southern 
mills, and ‘‘elicited evidences of progress in 
the manufacture in the south of the higher- 
grade goods, which warrant the belief that a 
very considerable amount of misapprehen- 
sion has hitherto existed with regard to the 
south’s ability to turn out high-grade cotton 
cloths.’’ In regard to these a writer says: 

They are somewhat of a revelation to us, and we 
should like to exhibit them to every merchant and 
manufacturer in the southern states. After de- 
scribing these goods, which include soft un- 
bleached sheetings, ‘‘box-fold cheviots” or linen- 
finished ginghams, plain, striped and checked, 
and Paris flannel or “outing cloth,” the News de- 
clares that they compare favorably with the out- 
put of the average New Kngland mills, and con- 
cludes: “Itisto be regretted that these same 
cannot be exhibited to every cotton manufacturer 
inthe south. They constitute an object lesson 
which cannot be studied too attentively by the 
directors of other mills, if we are ever to compete 
with other sections of the country and with other 
countries for the control of the most profitable 
branches of the cotton industry.” 

It is well to awaken an interest in this 
@ubject. It provokes general discussion and 
‘Will be the means of bringing the southern 
manufacturers forward to show just what 
they can do in the way of high-grade goods. 
They are all confident that the south’s 
future as a cotton-manufacturing center is a 
bright one, and are willing to back their 
claims by the best of evidence-+the work 
itself.

Colonel William Markham is dead. 
The well-known distinguished gentleman 
passed away at 3:50 o’clock yesterday morn- 


ing. 


COLONEL WILLIAM MARKHAM, 
{From an old photogragh. } 

Aftera life of unparalleled industrial ac- 
tivity, coupled with a high sense of honor and 
an unyielding decision of character, he is now 
at rest. 

Colonel Markham was born at Goshen, Con- 
necticut, October 9, 1811. While he was yet 
quite young, his parents removed to New 
Hartford, in the same state. There he re- 
ceived his education and remained until 1833, 


- when he came to North Carolina. 


After spending two years in that state, Col- 
one! Markham came to Georgia, and remained 
in Augusta one year. 

In 1836 he went to McDonough, Henry 
county, where ho was married, on October 8, 
1839, to a daughter of William Berry, of that 
county. He remained there, pursuing farming 
and general merchandizing for fourteen years. 

Although very successful in McDonough, 
he saw a2 moro extensive field of operations 
opened to him in Atlanta. and accordingly 
moved to this place January 1, 1853. 

Atlanta then possessed a population of 3,800. 

Soon after his arrival and settlement here 
he purchased a three-story brick building at 
the corner of Whitehall and Alabama streets, 
then known as Paris hall, and added to it five 
Stures. 

Since that date he has been one of the lead- 
ing real estate owners in the city. 

From 1853 tothe breaking out of the war 
he built eighty-eight stores and other 
buildings. 

In 1856 he established hero the first rolling 
mill erected in the south, and engaged in the 
rolling of railroad iron until the breaking out 
of the war, when he sold it to the confederate 
authorities. 

In the meantime Colonel Markham had s0 
thoroughly identified himself with local poli- 
tics and municipal government that he was 
elected, in 1854, mayor on the whig ticket. 

During his administration the old city hall 
was constructed, 

There was a certain lawless coterie in the 
city in those days, but Mayor Markham had 
them down with a rodof iron, enforcing the 
laws to the letter. 

The feeling of disquiet which had long 
been manifest ali through the south was be- 
coming more and more plainly apparent. Col- 
onel Markham foresaw the drift of things and 
made speech after speech against secession, 
predicting desolation for the country unless 
the union was left indissoluble. 

He resided here, a staunch unionist, until 
the capture of the town by Sherman’s hosts. 
Upon the order of Sherman that al! the in- 
habitants must evacuate the city, he went 
north, there remaining until the close of the 
war. 

He was among the

energy and industry to build up the ruins. 
During the intervening time rien the close of 
the war to the present date he has erected 
forty-eight buildings of all classes. In 1875 he 
built the Markham house, then the largest 
hotel in the city. 

With the dissolution of the old whig may 
and the formation of the republican party, he 
changed likewise, and has always remained 
steadfast in his national political belief. 

In local elections he always voted for the 
most capable man. 

In 1876 he was nominated for congress in the 
fifth district, and although defeated made a 
creditable contest. 

Colonel Markham has been a consistent 
member of the First Presbyterian church of 
Atlanta ever since his arrival here. He or- 
ganized the first Presbyterian Sunday school 
in Atlanta, and was for sixteen page engaged 
in that branch of church work. e has also 
been a strong supporter of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. 

Colonel Markham wasa man of emphatic 
character. Every action of his was synony- 
mous with honesty, and he utterly abhorred all 
methods of so-called policy. He was faithful 
to his friends, but was always ready to 
let an enemy understand him. 

Hypocricy was always frowned down by 
him. 

He was a wholesouled believer in the right, 
and would have sacrificed his iife before 
abandoning principle. 

He has of late years given much of his time 
to the cultivation of oranges, and owned a 
grove of 100 acres about cight miles from Sand- 
ford, Fla. 

The ten days prior to Thursday he spent at 
his grove. 

Thursday he reached the city, feeling ill, 
and a series of congestive chills with which he 
was thereafter seized, and which are at- 
tributed to the malarial influences with which 
he n% been surrounded, culminated in his 
death. 

The deceased leaves two children-—-Mr. Mar- 
cellus Markham and Mrs. EmmaC. Low ry 
wife of Captain Robert J. Lowry, both of this 
city. 

The funeral will take place at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, and the services will be held in the 
First Presbyterian church. 

Colonel Markham’s ceath was a shock to all 
— knew him when it became kuowr yes- 
te 

In Atlanta, in fact, all over Georgia, he had 
friends by hundreds, and cvery one who knew 
him loved him. 

Hie was pleasant, affable and gentle, and 
never failed todoa kind act when the oppor- 
tunity presented itself. 

His death removes a citizen who has always 
worked zealously for Atlanta’s good.

THE RULES WHICH WILL GOV- 
HRN IT. 


The Candidates Are All Satisfied and the 
People are Pleased—The Meetings of 
Tonight Abandoned. 


The city primary. : 
That’s what the people talked about upon 
the streets vesterday. 


Everybody seoms thoroughly pleased with ' 


the work of the executive committee in or- 
dering the primary. 

The primary will take place on the 21st, and 
of course -——— 

The ward meetings which were to have 
been held tonight will be done away with. 

There will be no ward meetings tonight. 

The candidates for the offices will now be- 
gin working withthe voters, and the indica- 
tions aré that the vote will be a heavy one. 

The rules laid down for the primary are 
open and fair to all alike. 


They are: 
It is ordered that a primary election be held 
Friday, November 2ist, for the purpose of select- 
ing candidates for the oftices of mayor, two alder- 
men and six councilmen, election to be held in 
December next, under the following rules: 
1. Poils ehall be opened in allof the six wards 
f the city of Atlanta, from 7 o'clock a. m. to 6 
p.m. Such polling places shall be managed and 
conducted by three managers to be appointed by 
a subcommittee of five from this body. Said man- 
agers shall consolidate the vote and report the 
same tothis committee at the city hall by 12 o’clock 
on the next day after the election. 

2. In said election only white persons who shall 
have registered with the tax collector of the city 
of Atlanta by the 18th day of November, 1590, 
shali be entitled te vote. Each person shall vote 
in the ward in which he shall have registered. A 
list of the said registered yoters shall ve furnished 
the managers by the subcommittee above re- 
ferred to, and no one shall vote unices his name 
appears on said list. 

%. In the interest of a fair and honest election, 
the use of carriages fur bauling voters to the 
polls and the empioyment of workers to solicit 
votes are strictly prohibited. The candidate who, 
either directly or indirectly, in person or through 
others, shall violate this rule shall be declared not 
nominated, whether he receives a majority of the 
Votes Cast or not. 

The candidates appeared satisfied with the 
rules laid down.

THE RATE COMMITTEE MEETING OF 
' HE SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION. 


General Information of General, Special 
and Personal Interest to RKail- 
road Men, 


A meeting of the rate committee of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association 
has been called for November 19th at New 
York city, to take action upon the new uni- 
form classification, which is expected to 
become operative on all roads in the United 
States by spring.
